The Struggle Continues 


HILE WORLD ATTENTION 
shifts from one major trouble 
spot to another, from Suez to For- 
mosa, from Formosa to Berlin, it 
should be remembered that many 
less oo ruggles are taking 
lace in less advertised theatres of 
cold war. 

: Such a. struggle is now posing 
problems for Finland, where a 
parliamentary crisis-has forced the 
Prime Minister to resign. Mr.

Russians applied economic 
pressure to Finland in an effort to 
aid the left wing group, which has 
assumed large proportions in Fin- 
nish politics.

Much of the northern nation’s 
industry had been converted to 
supply Russian needs so that the 
huge war reparations could be paid. 


This has left Finnish industry poorly | 
adapted to cater to Western mar- | 
kets—a lack which in the present 
situation is severely felt. The Soviets | 
have reduced their imports from | 
Finland in an effort to enforce 
Moscow’s wishes. The immediate | 
result has-been to create a serious 
unemployment problem in_ the 
smaller country. 

Such tactics are less spectacular 
than the posturings at Berlin, but | 
they are directed towards the same 
goal of Soviet domination and they | 
should meet with the same opposi- 
tion from the West. Finland, ever 
since the war in which it amazed 
the world by bravely whipping the 
first Russian forces sent against it, | 
has shown what a small non-Com-., 
munist cotintry can do to preserve 
its integrity and freedom even 
though menaced by the Sovet giant. 

Such an example should not be | 
overlooked by the West, nor left 
to languish if the democracies can 
extend encouragement and aid.

The reason for the request is 
easily understood. Certain appeals 
are being madé which have no jus- 
tification, says the council. In con- 
sequence the legitimate campaigns 
lose strength and the possibility 
exists that some of the approaches 
to the public may be made by un- 
scrupulous people more intent on 
lining their own pockets than in 
providing _ funds for worthwhile 
work. 

The Canadian Council of the 
Blind is taking action primarily on 

. behalf of those who are sightless. 

_ The. principle involved in seeking 
legislation to control appeals is not, 
however, applicable only to those 
who suffer frém this affliction. It 
could apply equally as well to other 
collections. 

The council has suggested that 
British Columbia follow the lead of 
Alberta, where “An Act to Provide 
for the Regulation of Organizations 
that Raise Funds for Health Serv- 
ices by Voluntary Public Contribu- 
tion” is law.

jo when I thought we were making 
some progress in getting Americans 
to be more aware of us Canadians, 
just when we were getting them to look 
up to fellows like © 
Mike Pearson and 
Wayne and Schuster 
and recognize them 
when they saw their 
pictures in the paper, 
along comes this dash 
of cold water. Our 
own Canadian Gov- 
ernment tourist repre- 
séntative in New York 
comes home to tell ‘

don’t rate very high. 

It’s important, he says, to have a 
name that carries some prestige. When

Advance Planning 


“I'm planning to go to the Carib 
bean,” says somebody's young secretary. 
“Oooh, aah,” gush her friends. 

But “I'm going up to Toronto,” says 
another, and the response is just “Uh- 
huh.” Or if she tells a Canadian, it 
may be just.a simple “Ugh.” 

Going to Canada? So what, honey, 
everybody goes to Canada. But every- 
body ; . 

Somewhere along the line we've Jost 
out somehow. We have no class, no 
oomph, no glamor as far as our Ameri- 
can cousins are concerned. We aren't

discussed. As our tourist expert puts 
it, “Canada” is somewhat less than de 
luxe as a vacation label. 


He says it can be remedied by adver- 
tising in the proper magazines, getting 
our message across in the posh publica- 
tions that are bought by the wealthy 
and influential, and read in the local 
library reading room by the rest of the 
citizenry. That way, apparently, we'll 
be associated with the classier joints 
and win back a place in the sun. 


Domestic Problem 


So much for the job outside. But 
how about us, right here at home? 
How are we going to get back our con- 
fidence? For don't forget that the 
place the American stenographers are 
turning up their noses at as a vacation- 
land is. our place. This second-class, 
mediocre, unfashionable, back - street 
country is our home.. We're here all 
the time, and have to endure it. 

Some of us, of course, haven't heard 
how lacklustre the country is, so we 
can still enjoy it, But the rest ‘of us 
need. help. We are looking about -us 
with new eyes and a ‘new realization 
of our situation. 

I've felt it pretty keenly myself. I

The advocacy in Moscow of a Ger- 
man confederation seemed to. me very 
significant in_view of the factthat last 
March, when I was in Bonn, I had heard 
the same thing in so many and in such 
igh, quarters. 


Ofticial Formula 


’ The’ U.S, State ‘Department, to be 
sure, continues to repeat the old official 


| formula that Germany should be re- 


united by free elections in which, of 
course, the Communist regime would 
be demolished and East Germany would 
be absorbed into the West German state. 
But I doubt whether there are many 
responsible men in West Germany who 
would want Germany to be yeunited ‘in 
this way. 

For the two Germanys have devel- 
oped very differently and the attempt 
to integrate them would now be enor 
mously difficult.“ It would be a heavy 
burden for the West Germans and very 
probably there would be tonsiderable 
resistance to it in East Germany, 

There are other reasons why, few 
responsible West Germans wish to have 
integration in a unified state. For inte- 
gration would change radically the 
balance of religious forces and of the 
political parties. 

Seen realistically, and not through 
the fumes of the official formula, the 
alternatives are, on the one hand, the 
formation of some kind of dual state 
and, on the other hand, the continuing 


| partition of the German nation. 


I read the news of the Berlin 
manoeuvres against this background. 
Mr. Khrushchev, who is nobody's fool, 
is certainly aware that there is a strong 
and growing sentiment in West Ger- 
many in favor of expanded negotiations 
with East Germany. There is already 
a lot more talk among the two sets of 
Germans than the official policy of non- 
recognition contemplates, and there is 
no doubt at all that there would be still 
more talking, were it not for the respect 
and the fear in which Dr. Adenayer is 
held. 


Soviet Jdea «. 


So, the Soviet idea of negotiations 
leading to confederation is one to which 
the West Germans are by no means 
unreceptive. When Dr. Adenauer leaves 
the scene, the idea has an excellent 
chance. to become a live issue. Mr.

Revolution or Revelation? | 


NEW YORK His Beatitude Makarios 
MI, archbishop and ethnarch of Cyprus, en- 
tered from the bedroom of his three-room 
suite (rate $46 a day) in the fashionable,St. 
Moritz Hotel overlooking Central Park, 

On his head was his tall black Kalimafhi 
with its veil flowing down his back. Around 
his neck; suspended ‘from « 
a heavy gold chain, was 
his ancient, jewel-studded 
archbishop's cross with a 
miniature picture of the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus in 
the centre. At his ‘neck 
was a diamond stick-pin. 
+ The archbishop smiled, 
shook my hand gently and 

Y in a soft voice asked me 
to sit down, —Behind him 
on the Wall in an ornate 
gilt frame was a portrait of himself. In the 
corner by the door stood his bishop's gold 
sceptre topped by an orb symbolizing uni- 
versal recognition of the unique privileges 
gvanted the archbishop of Cyprus by the Em- 
peror of Byzantium in ancient times. On the 
nearby desk were documents. bearing the 
archbishop's signature in red ink. The right 
to sign in red ink, the prerogative of the em- 
peror alone, was granted him as the leader of 
the independent. church in Cyprus 

The archbishop is in New York to be pres- 
ent during the Cyprus debate in the United 
Nations. And, as he talked, his aides tuned 
the radio in the next room to pick up the 

‘ debate. In his soft voice, occasionally smiling 
his gentle smile, the archbishop outlined his 
proposals for Cyprus. :

Briefly. these are independence for the 
island under the United Nations with no 


change in the island's status without UN ap-* 


proval; and full guarantees for the rights of 
the Turkish minority. The archbishop won't 
commit himself on the future of British mili- 
tary bases on the island, but there's reason 
to believe that Britain Would have no diffi- 
culty in maintaining them, This would mean 
that the Cypriot demand’ for Enosis—union 
with Greece-—-would be temporarily put 
aside. 

The archbishop concedes, however, that 
it might be brought up again in the future. 

What interested me, however, were not so 
much his political proposals as his position 
as a man of God who is at the-same time a 
revolutionary leader.. 

“Isn't there a profound 
there?” I asked, 

His beatitude began by ‘denying that he 


contradiction 


wes a revolutionary leader; however, he did 
concede that, as ethnarch, he is the elected 
leader of a people who are in fact in revolu- 
tion. He then went on to say that he re- 
gretted the violence which had-occtirred in 
Cyprus. 

“E neither condone nor condemn 
acts,” he said 

He conceded, however, that he has never 
instructed his people to cease such acts, 

* * . 

The fault lay primarily, however, with 
the British, he insisted, smiling his gentle 
bearded smile. 

“A people can be oppressed only for so 
long,” he said. “When Hungarians rise up 
you call them heroic Freedom Fighters. 
Why condemn Cypriots for using similar 
methods?” 

“What about Gandhi?’ I asked him. 
“Weren't his methods more ‘Christian’ than 
those of your followers? And isn't it pos 
sible that they were more effective inasmuch 
as India today is free while Cyprus is not?” 

His Beatitude’s only reply was to say that 
the struggle in India had been lengthy and 
bitter. 

I asked him also about the biblical in- 
junction to “Turn the other cheek.” How 
did he reconcile the tenets of Christianity 
with the actions of his revolutionary fol- 
lowers? 

Again the reply was vague. concluding 
once more with the statement that “the fault 
lies with the British.” : 

His Beatitude seemed sure of himself, on 
straight political ground—the merits of his 
plan, the de-merits of the British, the short- 
comings of the Turks. In spite of his denial 
that he's a revolutionary leader, he struck 


me as a.man of action first and of God 
second.

The archbishop’s background would seem 
to bear this outy Indeed, it's been suggested 
that he was picked as a revolutionary leader 
and made archbishop with that in mind, 

Makarios was ordained in the priesthaod 
in 1946, at the age of 33. The same year he 
went to the United States on a scholarship 
to study at Boston University for two years, 
His studies were interrupted when he was 
recalled to become bishop. A scant two 
years late™ he became archbishop. Thus in 
four years he went from the seminary to the 
Archbishop's Palace, having spent no time 
at all in the routine duties of the priesthood. 

As I left the St. Moritz, I couldn't help 
feeling that Archbishop Makarios is more 
interested in revolution than revelation, 
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“Mother's right, it takes two to make an argument, and 


as soon as you are!”

Big Dipper have shown the 
direction to Polaris, the North 
Pole Star, for thousands of 
years. We can depend on these 


, lower, ‘The first three stars in 
the handle are gradually mov-} 
ing away from the bowl, one 
behind the other.- So this part 
of the handle is slowly grow 


Qointer stars throughout our 
lives and for several thousand 
years to come. But suppose 
we coufad study our sky 100,000 
years from now. The Big. Dip- 
per will not look like itself at 
all... The two pointer stars 
will be pointed towards some 
spot in the eastern part of the 
sky. 

The Big Dipper is slowly, 
slowly changing: Each of the 
seven major stars is moving 
in a’ slightly different direc 
tion. The change is so slight 
that we will notice no change 
in 100 years. But, after 100,000 
years our old Big Dipper will 
be pulled all out of shape. 

Take the two stars at the 
bottom of the bowl. They are 
moving up and. towards the 
handle. The bow! of the Big 
Dipper is slowly getting~ shal- 


ing longer 

The fourth and last big star 
in the handle of our Big Dip-| 
per tips down to make a 
curve in the ‘handle. This star 
is moving to make an even 
sharper curve. In 100,000 
years it will be almost direct 
ly under the third big star in 
the handle. 

The two ‘pointer stars are 
moving in opposite directions 
and. here the change will be 
most noticeable. The lip of 
the Big Dipper is gradually 
falling déwn, The Big Dipper 
of the future may still look 
like a dipper but it will be 
completely changed around 
What is now the handle will 
be the bowl, what is now the 
bow! will serve as a handle. 
And, of coursé, the whole pic 
ture will be upside down, 


‘Close’ Stars Far Apart 


By this time most of the 
other constellations also will 
have changed. Actually, the 
stars we see from the earth 
are moving about at tremend- 
ous speeds, We do not notice 
their—changing positions be. 
cause they are such immense 
distances away. They also are 
Separated from each other by 
vast oceans of space, 

The stars in a constellation 
seem to us to be next dodr 
neighbors. But this is not so 
at all. One bright star may be 
50: light years away from us 
Beside it we see another bright 
star which looks like a twin, 
But this second star may be 
300 light years beyond the first 
star, And the two of them may 
be travelling in different direc 
tions. 

Alt-the stars we see are part 
of a huge system called the 
Galaxy. The Galaxy is shaped 
like a cartwheel and, like a 
cartwheel, turns around and 
around, Stars near the centre 
correspond to the hub of a 
wheel. Stars near the ‘edge 
correspond to the wheel's rim. 
As the big wheel turns the 
stars of the vast system must 
move-at different speds and in 
different directions. And so

How Far Can You See on 
a Clear Day? 

This, of course, depends upon 
the direction in which you are 
looking. It also depends upon 
how high you are standing and 
whether: any object is blocking 
the view. If-you are about four 
feet tall and look out to “the 
ocean, You can see about two 
miles. A six-foot man can see 
about three miles. In other 
words, you can see about half 
a mile for every foot in height. 


Looking towards the moun- 
fains you can see much far 
ther because their peaks may 
poke above the horizon. Some- 
times you can see the Rockies 
from 60 or 70 miles away. 


At dawn or sunset you may 
dare to look at the sun. And 
this .bright star is about 93 
million miles away There 
seems no limit to how far our 
eyes can gee—if the object is 
big and bright enough

Wound Up’ 


For Moon 


NEW YORK (AP)—A huge 
U.S, moon rocket — short on 
brains but long on brawn— 
may blast into space this week- 
end on a trip ‘that could take 
just 34 hours, but might last 
millions of years, 

It is the U.S, Army’s first 
shot at the moon—and the 
army hasn't spared the horses. 

This is perhaps the greatest 
difference between the planned 
army probe and the last three 
shots by the U.S, Air Force, 
one of which reaehed 79,000 
miles, 

The air force satellite 
weighed about 85 pounds, It 
was. aimed at an orbit or at 
least a single trip around the 
moon, In its final stage it 
carried the electronic brains 
and manoeuvring rocket to do 
the job 
MAY APPROACH SUN 

The 30-pound army shot also 
is aimed at the moon but if 
all works well it may be des- 
tined for greater glory. The 
army has packed ‘Its - rocket 
with enough power and speed 
to overcome the, pull of the 
earth's. gravity and escape into 
the gravity domain of the sun, 

Dr. Wernher von Braun, 
chief architect of the army 
shot, says it has a one-4ti-two- 
chance of building up escape - 
velocity—and so blasting away 
from the earth into a possible 
orbit around the sun. 

Such an orbit might last 
some millions of years—per- 
haps even longer. 

This assumes first that all 
of the moon rocket’s engines 
will fire and that it will shoot 
| past the moon.

The Struggle Continues 


HILE WORLD ATTENTION 

shifts from one major trouble 
spot to another, from Suez to For- 
mosa, from Formosa to Berlin, it 
should be remembered that many 
less noticeable Struggles are taking 
place in less advertised theatres of 
the cold war. 

. Sach a struggle is now posing 
problems for Finland, where a 
parliamentary’ crisis has forced the 
Prime Minister to resign. Mr. 
August Fagerholm had left Com- 
munist representatives out of his 
government and hence earned the 
opposition of Moscow. 

The Russians applied economic 
pressure to Finland in an effort to 
aid the left wing group, which has 
assumed large proportions in Fin- 
~nish polities.” The pressure. was 
easily applied by Finland's huge 
neighbor. 

Much of the northern nation’s 
industry had been converted to 
supply Russian needs-.so that the 
huge war reparations could be paid.

This has left Finnish industry poorly 
adapted to cater to Western mar- 
kets—a lack which in the present 
situation is severely felt.

The Public Needs Protection _ 


CANADIAN COUNCIL OF 
the Blind is seeking legislation 
to prevent unauthorized appeals to 
the public in campaigns—to assist 
the blind and to prevent blindness. 
The reason for the request is 
easily understood. Certain appeals 
are being made which have no jus- 
tification, says the council. In con- 
sequence the legitimate campaigns 
lose strength and the possibility 
exists that some of the approaches 
to the public may be made by un- 
scrupulous people more intent on 
lining their own pockets than in 
providing funds for worthwhile 
work. 

The Canadian Council of the 
Blind is taking action primarily on 
behalf of those who are sightless. 
The principle involved in seeking 
legislation to control appeals is not, 
however, applicable only to those 
who suffer from this affliction. It 
could apply equally as well to other 
collections, 

The council has suggested that 
British Columbia follow the lead of 
Alberta, where “An Act to Provide 
for the Regulation of Organizations 
that Raise Funds for Health Serv- 
ices by Voluntary Public Contribu- 
tion” is law.

The proposals of the Canadian 
Council of the Blind deserve serious 
consideration—and possible exten- 
sion to other fund-raising cam- 
paigns to which the public is sub- 
jected and in which it should be 
*guaranteed some protection.

Advance Planning 

“I'm planning to go to the Carib 
bean,” says somebody's young secretary. 
“Oooh, aah,” gush her friends. 

But “I'm going up to Toronto,” says 
another, and the response is just “Uh- 
huh.” Or if she tells a Canadian, it 
may be just a simple “Ugh.” 

Going to Canada? So what, honey, 
everybody: goes to Canada. But every- 
body. 

Somewhere along the line we've lost 
out somehow. We have “no class, no 
oomph, no glamor as far as our Ameri- 
can cousins are concerned. We aren't 
the sturdy nation of\Mounties, trappers, 
French woodcarvers, warriors, frost- 
endurers and woodsmen that we thought 


we were. We're just another bunch 
of people, like crossing over into New 
Jersey, and who cares? 


It's like boasting about your shack 
at Whiffen Spit when the fellow you're 
talking to has a split-level ranch house 
at Qualicum.

Now all this is pretty damaging to 
our morale as Canadians. It isn't very 
flattering to be classed with Hoboken 
or Kansas City when glamor is being 
discussed. As our tourist expert puts 
it, “Canada” is somewhat less than de 
luxe as a vacation label. 

He says it can be remedied by adver- 
tising in the proper magazines, getting 
our message across in the posh publica- 
tions that are bought by the wealthy 
and influential, and read in the local 
library reading room by thé-rest of the 
cifvenry. That way, apparently, we'll 
be—associated with the classier_joints 
and win back a place in the sun. 


Domestic Problem 


So much: for the job outside. But 
how about us, right here at home? 
How are we going to get back our com 
fidence? For don't. forget that the 
place the American stenographers are 
turning up their noses at as a vacation- 
land is our place. This second-class, 
mediocre, unfashionable, back - street 
country is our home.
